Article 3. It was voted to authorize the withdrawal under Revenue Sharing Fund the 
following amounts to be used as set-offs against budgeted appropriations: 


Town Dump $4,600.00 

Library Books 500.00 

Old Age Assistance to Aid to 

Permanetly & Totally Disabled 3,000.00 

Highway Equipment 1,500.00 
$9,600.00 


Article 4. It was voted to pass over Article 4 which was to raise $1,000.00 for 
continuing the fencing of the village cemetery and take the money from Revenue 
Sharing Funds. 


Article 5. It was voted to pass over Article 5 which was to raise $1,000.00 for 
continuing the fencing of the village cemetery if Article 4 was defeated, 


Article 6. An amended motion was passed to authorize the Selectmen to sell or 
administer all real estate acquired by the Town through Tax Collector deeds, and 
adopt this as a permanent ordinance. 


Article 7. It was voted to divide Article into two. 

It was voted that the Town authorize the Tax Collector to give 2 percent cash discount 
on all property and personal taxes, for the payment made within thirty days after date 
of bill, and adopt this as a permanent ordinance. 

It was voted that the Town empower the Selectmen to appoint a deputy collector, and 
adopt this as a permanent ordinance. 


Article 8. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes, and for that purpose to authorize the Selectmen to issue notes and to 
determine the amount and time of payment thereof on such terms and conditions as they 
deem to be in the best interests of the Town, and adopt this as a permanent ordinance. 


Article 9. It was voted to transfer all funds received for rent of highway equipment 
into the Capital Reserve Fund for Highway Equipment, and adopt this as a permanent 
ordinance. 


Article 10. An amended article was passed to transfer all unexpended annual appropriations 
from the Fire Department appropriation, and funds received for services provided but not 

to include donations, into a Capital Reserve Fund for Fire Department Equipment, and 

adopt this as a permanent ordinance. 


Article 11. An amended article was passed to order the Selectmen to place a restraining 
order on dogs in the municipal limits of the Town, pursuant to RSA Chapter 466, Sections 
29,30. 
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Article 12. An amended article was passed to allow the Marlow Pre-School to use space 
in a Town building, heat and light being provided by the Town, and adopt this as a 
permanent ordinance. 


Article 13. It was voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen and Officers of the 
Fire Department Ambulance and Rescue Squad to sell to the highest proposed purchaser 
the 1964 Cadillac Ambulance, serial number 642121346. All monies derived from the 
sale to be placed in the Marlow Fire Department Ambulance and Rescue Squad managed 
fund. 


Article 14. An amended article was passed to accept the donation of a 1971 Cadillac 
Ambulance, serial number 6989010218250 from the Marlow Fire Department Ambulance and 
Rescue Squad at no purchase cost to the Town. Said vehicle is now being used to provide 
emergency transportation and medical services to the Towns of Marlow, Stoddard and Gilsum. 


Article 15. An amended article was passed to accept a donation of a 1964 Dodge type 
M43 4X4 truck at no purchase cost to the Town. Said truck is now being used by the 
Fire Department as an Emergency Rescue vehicle. 


Article 16. An amended article was passed to prohibit the storage of radio-active waste 
from nuclear facilities, and dumping of radio-active waste from nuclear facilities within 
the town lines of Marlow. 


Article 17. An amended article was passed to prohibit the transportation of radio-active 
materials to and from nuclear powered generators and radio-active waste from nuclear 
powered generators across town lines and for the Town to address the ordinance to the 
proper State and Federal agencies. 


Article 18. It was voted to send a message to the General Court urging the Court to pass 
legislation to prohibit Public Service Company or any other utility in this State from 
including in the rates any charge for facilities not able to perform and deliver services 
to the consumer. 


Article 19. An amended article was passed to adopt a resolution that the New Hampshire 
Housing Commission be and is authorized to operate in the Town of Marlow, in the State 
of New Hampshire; that said New Hampshire under Section 8 of the U.S. Housing Act of 
1937 as amended, for any of the following accomodations or a combination thereof: 

(a) existing standard housing 3 dwelling units; (b) substantially rehabilitated housing 
3 dwelling units; the total amount of the foregoing not to exceed 6 dwelling units, 


Article 20. It was voted’ to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-B and 43-C for Expanded 
Exemptions on Real Estate which provides for a resident 65 years of age up to 75, a 
$5,000.00 exemption; a resident 75 years of age up to 80, a $10,000.00 exemption; a 
resident 80 years of age or older, a $20,000.00 exemption. Provided that the resident owns 
real estate individually or jointly with another or his spouse with whom he has been living 
for at least 5 years as man and wife; said resident had a net income of less than $7,000.00 
or combined income with spouse of less than $9,000.00 and owns assets of any kind, tangible 
or intangible, less bona fide encumbrances, not in excess of $50,000.00. 


Article 21. An amended article was passed to elect an Advisory Municipal Budget Committee 
of five members at large whose term of office shall be 3 years and one member of the 
School Board and one member of the Board of Stlectmen, and adopt this as a permanent 
ordinance. 
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Article 22. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to sell the Town sand truck (red 
international) to the highest bidder, the monies realized from this sale to be used to 
purchase a surplus replacement or outfit one of the present surplus trucks as a replace- 
ment. 


Article 23. It was voted to make the Saturday following Election Day the permanent day 
for the conducting of the annual Town Meeting affairs with the exception of elections. 


Article 24. It was voted to pass over Article 24 which ordered the Selectmen to layout 
that portion of the Baine Road from the point where Town maintenance now ceases to a 
point beyond the driveway of Mr. Robert Evans with the clear purpose of accepting that 
portion of the road as a class 5 Highway and making its maintenance the responsibility 
of the Town. 


Article 25. It was voted to impose a one-year moratorium on subdivision in the Town to 
allow the Planning Board to develop a master plan for the purpose of protecting the public 
health, safety, and welfare of the Town of Marlow, and direct the Planning Board to deny 
all subsequent applications for subdivisions other than those now pending. 


Article 26. At the recessed meeting on August 14, 1978, it was voted to set a maximum 
ceiling on the Town tax-rate at $30.00 per thousand assessed valuation and direct the 
Town to operate under the total revenues created by this rate. 


Article 27. It was voted to pass over this article which would have authorized the 
Selectmen to withdraw the amount from the Capital Reserve Fund for a Town Well and 
install same. 


Article 28. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to make applications for and to 
accept, on behalf of the Town, any or all grants or other funds which may or hereafter 
be forthcoming from the United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, or any 
Federal, State or privage agency. 


Article 29. It was voted to pass a resolution that no one can get on the checklist unless 
they come before the Supervisors of the Checklist at their regular sessions. 

It was voted that the Selectmen and Selectperson form a committee for the purpose of 
reviewing all town buildings and real estate, including leased space. Its purpose; to 
develop short and long range plans that would be in the best interest of the Town. 

Details would include: 


(1) Breakout of annual operations and maintenance costs for each 
building, including voluntary labor and materials. 


(2) Value of buildings, land and equipment. 
(3) Utilization of space. 


(4) Alterations, including cost trade-offs for consolidation or 
relocation of town offices and departments. 


(5) Alternative energy sources for generating electrical power and heat. 


(6) Such other areas involving cost effectiveness and sound planning 
considerations; not to be excluded would be the possible disposal or 
sale of buildings, land, and application of said funds to new or 
rehabilitated projects. 
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Report to be made to the Town during September, 1978, and January, 1979, with final 
results and recommendations at the next annual town meeting. 

It was voted that the Selectmen use the C.E.T.A. personnel only for their approved 
projects as it was granted, except for extenuating circumstances.

You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said Marlow on Tuesday, the 13th day 
of March, next at one of the clock (1:00) in the afternoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 
Article 1, To choose all necessary Town officers for the year ensuing. 


POLLS WILL BE OPEN FROM 1:00 P.M. TO 7:00 P.M. 


After the votes are counted, the meeting will recess until Saturday, the 17th of March 
at 10:00 a.m. in the forenoon, at Jones Hall to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray Town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriations of the same, as set 
forth in the following budget:

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal under the 

Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972 for use as set-offs against budgeted appropriations for the following 
specific purposes and in the amounts indicated herewith or take any other action 
hereon:

Article 4. (By petition) To see if the Town will vote and appropriate the sum of $300.00 
to purchase a horse for the Soldier standing in the area in front of the Library. He's 
getting tired of standing. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to pay the Marlow Police Department by the hour 
when on call, instead of the present way, by the mile, and to raise such sums of money 
as may be necessary. (By petition) 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the printing of the reports of 
the trustees and of the auditor report of those accounts in summary form rather than 
in full detail in the annual town report. 


However, in a year in which a town accepts gifts, legacies and devises for any trust 
created, the trustees and the auditor shall print the names of the donors and the value 
of such gifts, legacies and devises at the time of donation in the annual town report. 


For all intents and purposes, however, the most recent amendments to R.S.A. 33:3 can 
not be made effective until the 1978 Town Meeting has had an opportunity to vote on 
this matter. Thus, should the trustees wish to publish their reports in summary form 
only, a warrant article should be included in the warrant for the 1978 Town Meeting 
requesting specific authority to adopt this practice. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the board of selectmen to negotiate the 
purchase of the Marlow Supply Mill property on Mill Street for a figure not to exceed 
$50,000.00, the terms of purchase to be left to the board. The main purpose of the 
purchase is to prevent an undesirable buyer from destroying the village district. 

The board would be instructed to manage the property in the best interest of the Town 
until a suitable buyer could be located and sale of the property be made only after 

a duly posted public hearing. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to approve requesting the State Department 
of Revenue Administration to do a complete appraisal of the Town, (the last appraisal 
having been completed in 1973 we would be scheduled for 1981 at the earliest if we 
request it to be done now), and place $1,000.00 in a capital reserve account for 

that purpose. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will adopt the following as a permanent Dog Ordinance 
for the Town: 


This order applies only to those dogs who are creating a nuisance as defined. 
Dogs are not required to be on a lease, fenced, or otherwise confined provided they 
do not create a nuisance as listed. 


Under this order, a dog is considered to be a nuisance, a menace, or vicious to persons 
or property under any, or all but not limited to the following conditions: 


(a) If it barks continuously for sustained periods of time, 

(b) if it barks during the night hours so as to disturb the 
peace and quiet of a neighborhood or area, 

(c) while it runs at large on the streets or public property other 
than its owner's, it turns over garbage cans, waste containers or 
otherwise causes waste or garbage to be scattered on property 
other than its owner's, 

(d) while it runs at large it barks, growls, snaps at, bites, runs 
after or chases any person or persons, 

(e) while it runs at large, it barks at, runs after or chases 
bicycles, motor vehicles, motorcycles, or other vehicles being 
driven, pulled, or pushed on the streets, highways or public ways, 

(f) while it runs at large, whether alone or in a pack with other 
dogs, it runs after, chases, or preys on game animals, domestic 
animals, fowl or human beings, 

(g) while it runs at large, it digs, scratches, or excretes on any 
property other than its owner's, 

(h) while in heat is unconfined (confinement shall mean within an 
enclosed building-not accessible to any other dog). 


Any person who considers a dog to be a nuisance, a menace or vicious to persons, to 
property or to other animals may make a complaint to any law enforcement officer, 
conservation officer, or a selectman of the town or city in which such a dog is kept. 
Such officer or selectman shall within three days after receipt of such complaint in- 
vestigate the facts and circumstances of the case, and if the complaint is sustained 
shall forthwith order the owner, keeper or person who harbors such dog to abate the 
nuisance or menace. Service of such order shall be made upon the owner, keeper or 
person who harbors such dog by causing a certified copy of such order to be delivered 
to him, or by registered mail to his last known place of abode. Any owner, keeper or 
person who harbors such dog upon whom notice of such order has been served, may, within 
ten days bring a petition to the municipal or district court for the town or city, as 
the case may be, praying that the order be reviewed by the court. 


After notice to the investigating officers and the person or persons making the com- 
plaint and upon hearing, the court shall affirm, modify or dismiss such order as 
justice may require. During the pendency of such action and the order of the justice 
of the court, the owner, keeper or person who harbors such dog shall restrain such 
dog from running at large at all times. 


Any person who fails, by appropriate action including but not limited to restraining 
an animal from running at large, muzzling such animal or otherwise effectively abating 
a nuisance found such under the provisions of this section, or who fails to comply 
with any other provisions of this section after being so ordered, shall be guilty 

of a violation, the dog taken into custody by the police or constable of the city or 
town, and such disposition made of the dog as the court may order, 


Article 10. To see if the Town will adopt the following changesto the Building 
Regulation: 


One: Amend paragraph 4 to read "a fee of six dollars" etc. 


Two: Proposed paragraphs: 

5A In determining the merits of an application to construct any building meant 
for human occupancy, whether commercially, residentally or otherwise, the Building 
Inspector shall rely upon the judgment and experience of the Marlow Board of Health in 
all matters concerning proposed or existing sewage and/or gray water disposal systems. 
Whenever applicable, no application shall be accepted or approved, and no permit issued 
for such construction without the prior approval of the Town Health Officer for all 
solid and liquid waste disposal systems involved. 


5B Although all proposed conventional septic systems are subject to State 
approval, the construction and use of an alternate means of human waste disposal, 
such as a composting toilet or a privy, shall be deemed acceptable providing that such 
methods or systems satisfy the Marlow Board of Health as not posing a health hazard 
to the individuals involved or the community at large. In all instances where 
alternate means of sewage disposal are utilized, an additional system for gray water 
disposal of sufficient capacity to accomodate the projected needs of the structure 
must be provided subject to the inspection and approval of the Marlow Board of Health. 
The Building Inspector shall accept the Health Offices approval, or conditions where 
applicable, as sufficient to issue a Building Permit providing all other prerequisites 
for said permit have been met to his satisfaction. 


5C Existing disposal systems shall be deemed acceptable providing that 
said systems function properly and are of sufficient capacity to accomodate the 
facilities. All such systems shall be subject to review by the Town Health Officer 
and/or the Building Inspector as to their capabilities under increased demand or 
use. When deemed necessary the Marlow Board of Health may require modifications 
or enlargements of existion systems. 


5D The Building Inspector and Health Officer may seek any expert advice 
or assistance that they deem necessary to aid them in reaching decisions as out- 
lined under RSA 147:8. They may not use these ordinances or regulations as means 
to unfairly delay or prohibit any construction for personal, discriminative or 
other unacceptable reasons. 


5E Where applicable all of the above shall apply to trailers, mobile 
homes or other prefabricated units, as well as to on-location construction. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to make 
applications for and to accept, on the behalf of the Town, any or all grants or 
other funds which may or hereafter be forthcomingfrom the United States Government, 
the State of New Hampshire, or any Federal, State or private agency. 


Article 12. To act upon any other business that may legally come before the meeting

SELECTMAN'S REPORT 


We are presenting to the Town this year a totally necessary but impossible budget, 
$206,621.81. If adopted it would increase our tax rate from $29.40 per thousand 
dollars to over $59.21 per thousand more than double the current rate! 


What are the causes of this totally irresponsible position? Why should we, your 
elected representatives take this drastic a position? Do we enjoy the financial and 
emotional strain this will place on most of our citizens in Town? Are we insensitive 
to our fellow townspeople on fixed incomes? Do we ourselves have sufficient incomes 
that this will not affect us as well? 


The answer to all of these questions is no. We find ourselves between the pro- 
verbial rock and hard place. We face the coming year with our normal dilemna: demands 
for increased services and lower taxes. Unfortunately we have done all we can do short 
of printing our own source of funds. During the last two years, the Town has acquired 
a full time Road Agent's position, a 3/4 ton jeep with plow, a surplus snow plow, a 
York Rake, a used state sand truck, rented garage space for the Highway Department, 

a second hand wing for the plow, regraded the dump and re-routed the stream behind it, 
established a regular schedule of abatement proceedings, resolved five seperate lawsuits 
against the Town, started the enormous task of creating a master plan for the Town 
inclusive of new zoning ordinances and a zoning map, and reduced the rate twice! 

In 1977 the tax rate would have been $31.20 instead it was $30.50, in 1978 it would 

have been $30.50 or more and was $29.40. 





We do not list these as our accomplishments alone. Most of the credit goes to 
the time put in by you the people who have helped us more than you realize by being 
willing to be on a board or committee or lending a hand or yes even by just giving 
advice! Every little bit has contributed to the effort that we have tried to make on 
your behalf and we take this opportunity to publicly thank you one and all, whether 
your advice was friendly or not at least you took the time to care and that is the only 
way we can make this difficult transition in the future as a total community. 


We see now in 1979 the most difficult decision we have ever faced as a collective 
body. Where do we go from here? How do we want to proceed? How do we pay for progress? 
More importantly, is this kind of progress really what we want for our Town, our 
children, and those who will come here long after we have left? What type of atmosphere 
will our children inherit from our actions. Will they be blessed with clean air, clean 
water and the kind of spirit that this environment fosters or will they inherit a 
community that has been lost to the 20th century completely. No open spaces, increased 
traffic, full time police, fire, and ambulance departments, a Town manager and all the 
other types of development that takes place as a community grows. 


The question then is how do we proceed to represent you this next year? We can 
give in quite easily to the demands for services by the proposed budget. We can con- 
tinue to conserve and fight the climbing tax spiral if we as community stand up and 
say we are willing to accept the current level of services as adequate to meet our 
needs rather than force an unbearable tax situation. 


A question of this magnitude is one that can only be decided by the community 
at large at the proper place, the traditional Town Meeting. This type of question is 
the kind for which town meetings were designed. We ask for your help to participate 
as a community and set the course for the coming year.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The past year has been one of accomplishment for the Marlow Planning Board. 
The moratorium granted us last year has allowed us the time we needed to lay the 
groundwork for the Town's Master Plan. With the help and cooperation of Andy Motter, 
a representative of Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission, we have 
prepared a soils map, land use map, population study and a survey of town properties 
all of which formed the basis for the proposed zoning map which was presented at the 
February 27, 1979, public hearing. 


A great deal of our time, however, was spent in resolving the problems created 
by two major subdivisions which were commenced prior to the moratorium. 


After much negotiation terms for settlement have been reached in the lawsuit 
involving the Shoreham Beach subdivision on Marlow Hill. 


The Burrows-Bailey subdivision of the Foote Farm consisting of approximately 450 
acres on Marlow Hill has resulted in 11 lots of various sizes. This subdivision was 
approved subject to upgrading of roads, installation of fire ponds and restrictions 
upon future subdivision of the property. 


In both instances settlement was a result of out-of-court negotiation between 
the parties involved and the Planning Board. 


The Planning Board would like to take this opportunity to thank the townspeople 
for their cooperation in both the granting and observance of the one year moratorium 
on subdivision.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Dear Friends: 


Perhaps you know someone who has had a visit from the North Cheshire County 
Home Health Service. In the last year alone, our nurses traveled 5,865 miles to 
make 638 visits to provide health care right in people’s own home. 


Our Physical Therapist made 105 visits. Our Homemaker/Home Health Aide made 
72 visits to assist with the longer-term home health care. 


Altogether, that makes 815 home visits for the fiscal year 1977-1978. 


In addition to the home visits, our Child Health Conference and Dental Pro- 
gram for preschool children are continuing. An adult health screening program 
was started in October, 1977, in each town. This includes blood pressure and 
weight at each clinic. Additional health screening tests will be given from 
time to time. Transportation can be arranged if needed. 


Our staff includes two nurses, Edith Hasbrouck, R.N., and Sandra Gourley, R.N., 
a Physical Therapist, Hilda deMoya, and a Licensed Practical Nurse, Paul Rocheleau. 
Dr. Gilbert Fuld continues to serve as the pediatrician. 


Our services include nursing service, instruction in health care, and help 
with referral to other health resources. You can call the office Monday through 
Friday from 9:00 a.m. to 10:00 a.m. to talk with the nurse. The answering service 
is always available.
